1 . This is in response to applicant's arguments filed on 05/01/2009.

Claims 1-20 remain pending for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, filed on 05/01/2009, with respect to the pending claims have been fully 
considered are persuasive, as a result, the amendment to the claims overcome the rejection. Therefore, 
the rejection of the last Office action has been withdrawn.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. With respect to claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the independent claims 1 and 10, the claimed features "determining a target 
checkpoint value, based at least in part on a user-specified value that corresponds to an amount of work 
that is required during a redo phase of recovery; and writing from volatile memory to nonvolatile memory, 
changes that correspond to the records that need to be written to nonvolatile memory to advance the 
checkpoint value to at least the target checkpoint value" in conjunction with other elements of the 
independent claims are not suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior art made of 
record. With respect to the independent claims 9 and 18, the claimed features "determining a required 
recovery time, wherein the required recovery time indicates a maximum length of time that is to be 
allowed for recovering after said database system failure; and writing changes from volatile memory to 
nonvolatile memory to advance the checkpoint value based on a maximum number of data block reads 
that is able to be performed in the required recovery time" in conjunction with other elements of the 
independent claims are not suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior art made of 
record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the specification are 
also allowed. 
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5. The closest prior art, Jin Lee et al., USPT No. 5,983,361 , relates to a recovery function from a 
system failure. 

Dingo et al., Check pointing Schemes for fast restart in Main Memory Database Systems, relates 
to check pointing schemes that are used to maintain a copy of primary database. 

Nilsson et al., USPT No. 5,721,918, relates to a method and system for database recovery. 

Lomet et al., USPT No. 5,485,608, relates to the field of recovery from crashes in shared disk 
systems but fail to teach the above limitations.
